The Albany Board of Commerce is 
nothing more nor lesa than a co-oper­ 
ative agency for city building, and for 
that reaaj#! it» success or failure will 
be spelled by the support it receives. 
And by “support” is not meant the 
pittance paid in as membership dues, 
for this in itself is scarcely adequate B 
to meet such necessary and current. I 
expenses as salaries and office renf. 
The president and the secretary can 
not accomplish wonders single-handed, 
nor do they claim that they can. For 
their work, which is largely the work 
of direction, to be effective they mutt 
h*v« the united support of the com­ 
munity they nerve.
